FORGED RETIREMENT 
OF JUSTICES DEBATED 


Senate Subcommittee Also 
Considers Bill to Create 
27 New Judgeships. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—A Sen- 


ate Judiciary sub-committee today 
considered the advisability of ap- 
proving the submission to the states 
of a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the compulsory retire- 
ment of Supreme Court: Justices at 
the age of 75. Voluntary retirement 
would be permitted at 70. 


At the same time, sub-committee | 


members who have been studying 
methods of facilitating court pro- 
cedure since last summer expressed 
opposition to a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment requiring a two- 
thirds vote of the Supreme Court to 
invalidate acts of Congress. 


Based on Recommendations. 

The committee discussed a bill by 
Senator Hatch (Dem.), New ‘Mex- 
ico, to provide for 27 new circuit 
and district. Federal judges. Hatch 
and Ashurst (Dem.), Arizona, chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee, 
said they would introduce the meas- 
ure, which is designed to carry out 
recommendations of the judicial 
conference and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. 

The discussion of constitutional 
amendments affecting the Supreme 
Court was precipitated by Hatch, 
who said that “it is about time we 
began giving consideration” to such 
proposals. Justices may now retire 
on full pay at 70 if they have served 
10 or more years. 

Senator Dieterich (Dem), Illinois, 
a member of the sub-committee, 
said that “the court is thoroughly 
unpacked now” and suggested that 
further steps to revamp its mem- 
bership might not be worthy of con- 
sideration. 

No opposition developed, however, 
to the plan for voluntary and com- 
pulsory retirement of Justices.. It 
was advanced by Senator Burke 
(Dem.), Nebraska, an opponent of 
the President’s court enlargement 
proposal. 

Proposed New Judgeships. 

The bill by Hatch and Ashurst, 
on which hearings will be held soon, 
would set up the following new 
judgeships: 

One Circuit Judge for the Second 
Circuit, composed of Connecticut, 
New York. and Vermont; one Judge 
for the Fifth Circuit, embracing 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Louis- 
jana, Mississippi, Texas and the 
Canal Zone; one for the Sixth Cir- 
cult, composed of Kentucky, Mich- 
igan, Ohio and Tennessee, and one 
for the Seventh t, composed 
of Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin; 
one additional Associate Justice for 
the United States Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia; and 
17 District Judges, as follows: 
Northern District of Georgia, Dast- 
ern Louisiana, Western Louisiana, 
Southern Texas, Eastern Michigan, 
Northern Ohio, Western mong 


bia; one District Judge to serve 
Eastern and Western Arkansas and 
one to serve Hast, Middle and West 
Tennessee.

10 BODIES RECOVERED 
AFTER MINE EXPLOSION 


Blast at Pittsburgh Believed to 
Have Been Caused by 
Pick’ Spark. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 13, — 
Rescue crews brought to the mouth 
of the Harwick mine today the last 
body of 10 men-killed in an explo- 
sion two miles back in the pit yes- 
terday. 

State mine Wenn prepared to 
go down the shaft in an attempt 
to learn the cause of the blast that 
wrecked. part of a passageway 
while 35 men were cleaning the 
idle mine, 

The men were killed by fumes 
and fire, company officers:reported, 
expressing the opinion that a Spark 
from a pick or a power line ignited 
a pocket of gas 

The rin 4 — blew out more than 
50 brick air passageway walls and 
knocked down men who were work 
ing 500 feet away. Four men were 
injured, and taken out by comrades. 

W. J. Fene, an engineer of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, es- 
timated the explosion occurred 
about two miles from the main 
opening of the pit and about a half 
mile from an air shaft.

In the famous Danbury. hatters’ 
case of 1902-03, finally decided by 
the United States Supreme Court in 
1915, the local Hat Makers’ Union 
of Danbury, Conn., organized a boy- 
cott against a hat manufacturer, 
D. E. Loewe, who refused to union- 
ize his plant. Loewe sued the 240 
members of the union for damages 
due to the boycott, and obtained 
judgments against 186, which) as 
finally affirmed by the Supreme 
Court, included triple damages and 
interest, reaching a total of 
000. 

The Supreme Court’s 
which wag unanimous, was given 
by the late Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. He said that the hatters’ 
action was violative of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, as construed by the 
court in 1908 and 1914, the former 
being the court’s decision that labor 


unions were subject to the terms of 


the Sherman law, and the latter 
being the application of this prin- 
ciple to an “unfair list” of retail 
lumber dealers. 

To enforce and collect the judg- 
ment, Loewe attached the savings 
bank accounts of the union hatters, 
and levied on the homes of 140 of 
the workers.

NEW YORK, Jan. 13. — Gasoline 
dump valves, the use of whica is be- 


lieved to have set fire to the 


Samoan Clipper Tuesday, were 
standard equipment on virtually all 
American air liners until last sum- 
mer, when they were arbitrarily 
barred by the Federal Bureau of 
Air Commerce. Ironically, they had 
been classified until that time as 
an added safeguard to flight be- 
cause they provided a means of 
quickly reducing the weight of an 
airplane to a point where it could 
continue flight easily Hf one motor 
failed. 

Tne bureau action in suddenly 
ordering all airplane dump valves 
sealed was never explained pub- 
licly—apparently on the theory that 
it might alarm air travelers—but it 
resulted from the single-engine per- 
formance tests of a new —_ twin- 
engined transport in California. 
When the pilot cut the switch of 
one engine for the benefit of a 
Government inspector immediately 
after the take-off, to demonstrate 
ability of the ship to continue in 
flight on half power and simultane- 
ously opened the dump valves, an 
alarming swirl of gasoline fumes 
enveloped the plane, 

The fumes were said to have 
penetrated the interior of the ship, 
instead of being swept away in the 
stream of air past the plane, per- 
meating the entire cabin and giving 
the test crew and inspector the 
fright of their lives. Nothing more 
serious occurred, but the incident 
led the bureau to test other types 


of transport planes already in 
service on the air lines, using a tell- 
tale dye in the fuel, which disclosed 
that all types were sprayed in one 
part or another with highly in- 
flammable gasoline whenever & 
dump valve was opened. 

“Instructions to seal all such 
valves then was issued as a pre- 
caution until such time as a new 
dumping arrangement could be de- 
signed and installed which would 
insure that jettisoned gasoline 
would be carried clear of all parts 
of the plane. Meanwiaile, the air 
line operators were required to 
limit the gross load of their ships 
to a point where it would not be 
necessary to dump anything in 
order to continue flight after the 
failure of one motor. 

It was explained in Washington 
that the dump valve sealing regula- 
tion did not apply to the Samoan 
Clipper because that craft was 
pioneering a new route under a 
restricted license, which did not 
permit carrying of passengers. 

Apparently the only passenger 
planes exempt from the sealed 
dump valve regulation are Pan- 
American Airways’ three Martin 
Clipper flying boats, which main- 
tain regular weekly service between 
California and China. The fuel load 
of these is carried in the hull, in 
contrast to the wing tank supply 
of other American aircraft, and 
the dump valves not only are the 
greatest possible distance from the 
engines and other possible sources 
of ignition, but are said not to foul 
any part of the plane with fuel 
when they are opened.

Venzke’s in- 
door record likewise has wilted aft- 
er a score of brilliant races to Cun- 
ningham’s 4:084.

The éxhibition ‘will remain at the 
City Art Museum until Jan. 26, then 
will be taken to Chicago. It is to 
be shown in several other cities, 
ending its tour next summer in 
Philadelphia about the time a mon- 
ument will be dedicated at Wil- 
mington, Del., commemorating the 
landing there of Swedish colon- 
ists, who came 18 years after the 
Mayflower Pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth Rock. The monument is 
the work of Carl Milles, noted 
Swedish sculptor who is designing 
the fountain for Aloe Plaza, oppo- 
site Union Station. 

There are three principal divi- 
sions within the exhibition: A pre- 
historical or archeological section, 
the peasant arts, and a selection of 
Swedish oil painting during the 
last 250 years. The paintings are 
shown in three smaller galleries 
grouped about the large west gal- 
lery off Sculpture Hall, in which 
the prehistoric and peasant arts 
are shown. 

The latter are likely to gain the 
greater share of public attention. 
Swedish painters, with notable. ex- 
ceptions, have gained little fame 
beyor the bounds of their own 
country, and the development and 
traditions of their art are not wide- 
ly known. Historical and romantic 
‘associations of the objects shown 
in the large gallery excite special 
interest in them. 

The archeological section, be- 
ng with the bone arrow head 
from a “bird arrow,” goes on to 
more formidable weapons, stone ax 
heads, finely shaped and balanced; 
bronze spear points and ax heads, 
with the same nice symmetry; and 
the heavy swords of fighting men, 
decorated with silver inlays. There 
also are . delicately - fashioned 
brooches of silver and bronze, whose 
size and weight identifies them as 
the ornaments. of men powerful 
enough to wield the swords, and 
smaller pieces of jewelry with re- 
fined decorations unexpected in 
such virile syrroun 
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n’s heavy snows, Dr. Strombom

Wooden household implements, 
ornately carved and decorated, are 
numerous in the peasant art sec- 


on tion. Many of these were fashioned 


by suitors when at work in the for- 
ests or on hunting expeditions, and 
given, on their return, to their fi- 
ancees, to be treasured family pos- 
sessions in later years. Objects of 
this sort are mangling boards, used 
in smoothing linen; scutching 
knives, an implement used in the 
preparation of flax; distaffs, used 
in fastening the flax to spinning 
wheels; spoons and spoon boxes, 
and wooden vessels of various 
sorts. 

The emphasis on wooden uten- 
sils and vessels is conspicuous, and 
there is no pottery in the exhibi- 
tion, although the art is practiced 
in Sweden. The preference for 
wood seems to be a native preju- 
dice of the people. Dr. Strombom 
himself seemed puzzled by it for 
a moment, as if he had never be- 
fore been asked to explain it. His 
first answer, drawn from personal 
experience, was that things “taste 
better” when drunk from wooden 
vessels. 

The wall hangings and many of 
the textiles are used on festive oc- 
casions in Swedish peasant homes 
to brighten surroundings usually 
somber. Between such occasions 
they are stored in cupboards or 
chests such as those included in the 
exhibition, Textiles and hangings 
are richly colored. The hangings, 
not the work of trained artists, de- 
pict Biblical scenes, medieval tra- 
ditions, historical events and hap- 
penings of daily life. 

The painting section includes 74 
canvases by 35 artists, with .the 
largest representation going to An- 
ders Zorn, whose work is well 
known in St. Louis. The exhibition 
has been supplemented here by two 
Zorn. portraits of St. Louisans, the 
late Adolphus Busch and Mrs. Dun- 
can Joy, which are in the museum's 
collection. 

There are several noteworthy 

portraits and other paintings by 
Carl Larsson, and wild life paint- 
ings by Bruno Liljefors, which 
command attention in this section. 
The royal family of Sweden is rep- 
resented with a landscape by 
Prince Eugen. 
Dr. Strombom, who will remain 
in St. Louis while the exhibition 
is here, will give several gallery 
talks on various aspects of Swedish 
art. Those scheduled for this week 
will be tomorrow morning at 10 
o’clock, Saturday afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock, and Sunday morning at 
10 o'clock.

They are a trick to make, but a de-

Successful Combination. 

The real success of this dish is 
its flavor combination—the bit of 
orange blended so subtle with the 
butter spread and just the right 
amount of sweet-with the cakes. 


| When this is spread into the hot 


delicately thin cakes the aroma is 
really tantalizing. 

Broiling is the very best method 
to cook sausages, 
broiling brings good results, too. 
Don’t cook them until they are 
shriveled, tiny link sausages under 
the broiler flame or in the frying 
pan. Longer cooking simply frys 
out the fat and makes them firm 
and dry. 
The pancake rolls in this trio of 
good foods are made from ready- 
mix pancake flour. The only dif- 
ference comes in making the bat- 
ter thinner than usual and giving 
it extra fluff with one or two eg 
whites, beaten stiff and folded into 
it. Bake the cakes on an unoiled 


| griddle, make them rather big and

A New Touch, 

And now for the really new touch 
—the butter fluff spread. It is like 
the chorus of a song— you'll repeat 
it over and over. It is so easy to 
make — it keeps for days, and is 
ready to soften and use for a 
spread on cinnamon toast, waffles 
or pancakes. We suggest you try 
it once. The “repeats” will follow. 
It is quite convenient to blend a 
double recipe at one time and have 
it stored and ready for breakfast 
or supper use.

Left-overs are those odds and ends | ing 


of food which can happen to any- 
one who ever planned a meal, 
They are usually the result of over- 
estimating the family appetite. 

" are deliberately 
planned and save.work, fuel and 
time. Most cooks are familiar 
with the kept-over meats in the 
form of roasts which may come 
to the table disguised as meat pies 
or, heaven forbid, hash. There are 
many ways in which this kept- 
over may be served both econom- 
ically and tastily. 


Vegetables Used. 


Boiled rice ad cooked potatoes 
make good kept-overs, Rice keeps 
in any refrigerator and may be 
used as a breakfast food, ag a des- 
sert with plumped raising and a 
sauce, in patties which are fried, 
or in soup. Mashed potatoes com- 
bined. with a little flour and pap- 
rika and fried make excellent po- 
tato cakes for a luncheon that 
most children enjoy. 

Kept-over vegetables may go into 
vegetable salads, stews or soups. 
One left-over vegetable may be 


combined with another and served 


with a cream sauce without out- 
raging the family. 

Icebox rolls and cookies are new- 
comers in the list of kept-overs. 
A yeast dough may be stored in 


the icebox for several days if care 


ig taken to keep it well covered 
and “pushed down.” Dough or ice- 
box cookies may also be kept 
wrapped in waxed paper, sliced 
thinly and baked whenever the 
occasion demands. 


Here are some recipes that

Left-over Roast or Pot-roast. 

Dice the left-over roast, combine 
it with a cream sauce, and serve 
in patty shells or on baking powder 
biscuits, Left-over vegetables such 
as peas and carrots, if there is not 
enough to serve separately, are 
often added to the creamed meat.

Helps Adjustment. 


Mothers of young children are 
confronted by a great many prob- 
lems in teaching those food habits 


which mean so much toward 80. 
cial adjustment. 

From the standpoint of correct 
eating habits and table technique, 
a child should first, eat a wide va- 
riety of suitable foods. He should 
come to the table truly hungry, 
with a healthy appetite to satisfy. 
He should enjoy what he eats 
whether it be the vegetable of the 
day or his dessert. He may have 
his likes and dislikes but the lat- 
ter should be in the minority. He 
should learn to enjoy trying new 
dishes and altogether, mealtime 


should be a happy time tempered 


with a business-like atmosphere, 


Begin Early. 

The first month of a child’s life 
is not too soon to begin educating 
his tastes to a wide variety of suit- 
able foods. During the first three 
weeks milk alone is all the baby 
needs. Then tomato or orange juice, 
and cod liver oil find their way 
into his diet. These additions ac- 
quaint him not only with new fila- 
vors, but also with new textures, 
They serve as a transition between 
his liquid diet and his first semi- 
solid food, strained vegetables, 
which as a rule put in appearance in 
his fourth month. His menu from 
then on is gradually increased with 
the additions of strained cereal, 
strained fruit, egg yolk and zwei- 
back, until at the age of 12 months 
he has acquired a taste for cer- 
tain foods which he will. eat 
throughout childhood and adult life. 

In this way the child learns to 
eat the foods almost without realiz- 
ing it. This is a far better plan 
than presenting solid foods after 
12 months when his eating habits 
have become set and difficult to 
change. 

Favorable Conditions. 


The manner in which the new 
foods are offered is important. The 
conditions for receiving them must 
be favorable. If he has a slight 
cold he will naturally be irritable 
and will not welcome a change in 
his routine. If a strained vegetable 


|| is being tried for the first time 


when the baby is resentful of any- 
thing done for him and is in a nega- 
tive frame of mind, he will natural- 
ly refuse the food and build up a 
decided dislike for it. The next time 
the vegetable ‘appears on his menu 
he remembers it as something un- 
pleasant, something that contribut- 


ted to his discomfort and refuses 


to give it a second chance. 

The way in which the change in 
diet is made is important. Up to 
date the baby has been receiving 
nothing but liquid. Suddenly a 
semi-solid substance is placed in 
his mouth. Its texture is unfamiliar 
with it. The mother does not con- 
sider it in this light but takes it as 
a case of stubborn food refusal. 
She begins a program of forced 
feeding and the result is a battle of 
wills with the baby winning by re- 
fusing to eat any solid food from 


then on. 
Change Gradually. 

For this reason when any change 
in the diet is made, it should be 
done so gradually that the child is 
hardly conscious of it. Where 
strained vegetables are being given 
for the first time they may be 
diluted with a large quantity of 


resemblance to the more familiar 
milk diet. In time, as the child 
learns to eat, the quantity of milk 
may be reduced and the quantity of 
strained vegetable increased, Thus 
a transition is made and the child 
is hardly aware of it. 
To derive most good from meals, 
enjoyment in eating is essential. 
Without hunger and an appetite 
there is little pleasure in eating. 
Regularity of feeding is essential if 
the baby is going to be truly hun- 
gry when the meal hour arrives. The 
feeding period should fall at ex- 
actly the same hour every day, with 
no slip-up in the schedule. A def- 
inite period of time should elapse 
between the feedings to prevent 
fatigue of the digestive system and 
to aid the baby in his program of 
learning. 
With the older child the healthy 
appetite depends on a great many 
things. Regularity here is also im- 
portant. There should be go be- 
tween-meal eating. Candy which 
is usually the between-meal offend- 
er is not harmful until it takes the 
place of some essential food. It 
has a place on every child’s menu 
when served at the end of the meal 
as a dessert. This is a good plan to 
follow rather than to avoid it en- 
tirely, for as soon.as he begins to 
play. with a group he will be ex- 
posed to it. If he has grown up 
with candy as part of the meal 
rather than between-meal eating 
his desire for it will be lessened. 
Many children are too tired to 
eat. A general physical check-up 
should take place then to ascertain 
where the trouble lies. A brief rest 
period before meals is sometimes 
advised to correct the condition. 
that arises from over-exertion.

PORTUGUESE OFFICIALS CHARGE 
PLOT FOR REVOLUTION IN ARMY

LISBON, Jan. 13.—Portuguese 
authorities attempted yesterday to 
smash what they termed a foreign- 
inspired plot to foment revolt with- 
in the Partuguese army and navy. 

Several persons. were ‘arrested, 
one, & woman, told of a terrorist 
group with Communist connections 
abroad, police said. 

Authorities acted after secret 
agents shadowed a “well known 
person” and arrested him on the 
doorstep of the building in which 
alleged Communists had a suite.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. — Cleve. 
land A, Newton, representing the 
Mississippi Valley Carriers’ Asso- 
ciation, a shippers’ organization, 
told the House Merchant Marine 
Committee today some proposed 
amendments to the Merchant Ma- 
rine Act would hamper farmers in 
getting their products to markets. 

Harry Feltus, speaking for the 
Upper Mississippi Waterways Asso- 
ciation, said he was convinced the 
regulation of inland waterways 
would increase transportation costs 
to farmers.

Conditions Improving, but They Still Receive Less Than Men for Similar Tasks 


By Francis Oliver 


OMEN in almost all occupa- 
tions are victims of low pay, 


men, but the Women's Bureau in 
the Department of Labor is optimis- 
tic of their economic future. Work- 
ing conditions for women, and that 
includes wages, have improved, and 
will continue to improve, the Bu- 
reau believes, not only because of 
merease in labor legislation, but 
because the psychology of business 
is changing. A new concept of, and 
with it a new attitude toward, wom- 
en in industry is taking place, so 
that, the Bureau concludes, “the 
significant forces that have influ- 
enced and will continue to deter- 
mine women’s place among wage 


learners . . . will play a dominant 


part in assuring an equal chance 
in those occupations for which their 
abilities and aptitudes fit them.” 
The Bureau offers its conclusions 
in a report, “Women in the United 
States,” based on an extensive re- 
search made at the request of the 
International Labor Office. The 


report covers women's opportunity 


for a livelihood, the effect of leg- 
islation, including minimum wage 
laws, on their working conditions, 
women’s rate of compensation, and 
the extent to which they are ro- 
sponsible for the support of others. 
Prevalence of low wages the Bu- 
reau attributes to the fact that 
women's work, formerly concerned 
so largely with household tasks, 
traditionally has been considered 
of low money value. Even where 
women are engaged in identical 
work as men, or where trade union 
action has improved wage condi- 
tions, a discrepancy exists, aug- 
mented by the practice of certain 
industries to give out work to be 
done in the home, which is paid for 
on a scale much lower than when 
done in the factory. 8 

At the present time more than a 
fifth of the women in the country 
are in gainful work, chiefly outside 
of their homes, the Bureau found, 
with “a vast scattering of workers 
in all sorts of jobs, many ot them 
difficult to classify precisely.” The 
1930 census reported more than 10,- 
750,000 women in gainful occupa- 
tions. Chief of the occupations is 
domestic and personal service, the 
only one in which they outnumber 
men, although they almost equal 
them in clerical work, the second 


manufacturing and professional 
work, occupy four-fifths of all wom- 
en workers, says the report.

maker also ie. considered as 
bearing on the condition ot 
women economically, for the data 
that exist on the. distribution of 
time spent by farm women, or 
city women, college graduate or 
with education otherwise, dur- 
ing our most prosperous years, 
show a surprising uniformity in 
time expenditure, and we find that 
the overworked housewife has by 
no means passed into history.” 
Decrease of working hours in gen- 
eral have benefitted the housewife 
but little, it was found, for while 
the home duties of a generation or 
two back seem larger than those of 
today, the number of household 
workers then was larger also. To- 
day those members of the family 
who in that time would have as- 
sisted. are more likely to be en- 
gaged in outside work. An analysis 
by the United States Bureau of 
Home Economics of schedules of 
homemakers is cited. Only one- 
sixth spent as little as 42 hours 
a week caring for their homes; 
more than half spent in excess of 
48 hours, and one-third spent more 
than 56 hours. The average was 31 
hours a week.

Women engaged in profes- 
sional work have the largest in- 
comes, and the averages on a yearly 
basis, were found to be as follows: 

School teachers, $999 to $8300, the 
last for senior high-school teachers 
with M. A. degrees; trained nurses, 
$1620 to $2300; librarians, $1110 to 
$1957; trained social and welfare 
workers, $1650 to $3300, the last for 
supervisors in largest agencies; 
home economics extension workers, 
$945 to $3950. 

In practically all occupations, the 
bureau reports, the pay for women 


jis lower.than that of men, with the 


greatest discrepancies, especially 
when the work is approximately of 
the same importance, in the man- 
ufacturing industries. Recent fig- 
ures show, however, that women’s 
average wages are slightly nearer 
to men’s than before the depression. 
Piece work was found to be a 
large factor in women’s low wages, 
with “chaotic conditions of piece- 
rate fixing” indicated by wide vari- 
ation from plant to plant. How- 
ever, the bureau reports, low earn- 
ings in that line of work could not 
be attributed to lesser efficiency on 
part of women; since some 
earned more than men, although 
paid on a lesser piecework basis. 
Industrial home work tends to 
keep down women's pay since it 
competes with that done at the fac- 
tory, and ig paid for at a very low

For all these wage differentia- 
tions and difficulties, the bureau 
found that “probably more than 
one-tenth of the employed women 
in the United: States are the entire 
support of families of two or more 
in many cases of those 
that are much larger, while a much 
larger number are supporting de- 
pendents either wholly or in part, 
as well as contributing much of 
what they make to family expenses, 
Further, “in practically one-sixth 
of the urban families in this coun- 
try the only Wage earners are wom- 
en,” although sometimes the family 
may be supported by more than 
one woman. 

The bureau offers the conclusion 
that minimum wage laws for the 
most part raise the general level 
without reducing the pay of those 
receiving above the minimum. Nor 
do regulatory hours ordinarily han- 
dicap women in seeking employ- 
ment; rather, they “serve to estab- 
lish the accepted standards of mod- 
ern efficient industrial manage- 
ment.” On the whole, the bureau 
says, improvement in working con- 
ditions for women is the result of 
the realization by employers that 
shorter hours make for more effi- 
cient production, and better wages 
and conditions attract a better. and 
more capable type of worker.

The second type consists of loose, 

individual hairs that are attached 
separately.

The process of attaching these 
lashes really is simple enough. You 
pick up one of the curved hairs 
with a tweezer, dip the end of it 
into a special solution that comes 
with the lashes, and touch it to the 
tip of one of your own lashes, to 
which it adheres.

Baby to Talk’ 

Child Understands Meaning 
of Words Before He Can 
Say Them. : 


By Angelo Patri | 
ITTLE children learn to talk | 
because they hear people talk- | 
ing. If they were deprived ok 

that experience they would not 
learn to talk. That means then that 
we should talk to the babies, gent- 
ly, not too much in the beginning, 
but always talking a little as we 
wait on them. “Now you will have 
a bath.” Now you go to sleep.“ 
“Here is your bottle.” These parases — 
repeated again and again through | 
out days will take on meaning. 
The baby will know bath, sleep, and 
bottle long before he can shape his | 
tongue to them. 

“He understands, but he cannot 
talk,” his mother will say, and she | 
will be right. | 

The first words babies say are 
snort ones, and they are used not 
for their precise meaning, but as 
symbols. “No,” “Yes,” “Please,” 
cover whole fields pf emotion or 
desire. “No” means the infant 
does not feel in agreement with 
the idea or the mood or the con- 
ditions about him. It is not a 
mere refusal to obey. It is an in- 
dication of unrest, dissatisfaction, 
disagreement. It ought to be care- 
fully interpreted before any action 
ig taken upon it. What in his situa- 
tion is disagreeable? What thing, 
person, situation is NO to him? 

“Yes,” is the symbol of positive 
conditions. Usually he is pleased. 
Things suit him generally. His 
“Yes,” means that all is right with 
his world. 

“Please” is a symbol of prayer, of 
wanting, wishing. When he smiles 
and says, “Please,” it may not be 
a request for any one gift or privi- 
lege, but an indication of yearning, 
a desire for a feeling of satisfac- 
tion of some sort. 


The first words of a child’s vo- 
cabulary are not to be taken too 
literally. ven for some years to 
come they are symbolic, the best 
and the clearest expression & 
little child can make for the con- 
fusion of feeling that is within him. 
Time and practice must give him 
mastery over words. And first 
he must learn the bare words. The 
sounds that have so little meaning 
for him when first he hears them, 
must be mastered one by one, no 
light task for a child. 


. 3 
EARNING words is first a 
matter of hearing. The child 
must hear the words accurately 

before he attempts to say them. He 
will have to hear them many times 
before he will even attempt to say 
them. Name words are usually 
easier for infants to learn than 
the others, so it is wise to name 
the things the child sees and 
handles daily. Say, “ball,” when it 
is handed to him, “bottle” when 
that is handed to him. One day 
he will surprise everybody by say- 
ing the word clearly, correctly. 

Repeating nursery rhymes and 

jingles is another way of teaching 


language. It comes after the nam- 


ing lessons. When the child can 
listen to stories and rhymes of the 
Mother Goose sort it is time to re- 
peat them for him. A book with 
good pictures and large type is best 
for this. Let the child look at the 
picture while you say over and 
over, as often as he wants, the 
rhyme or the jingle that goes with 
it, By and by he learns the words 
and tries to say them when he sees 
the picture. That is the first step 
toward associated language, and 
reading. 

Be willing to go as slowly as the 
child indicates. There is no hurry. 
Never drill a child on correct 
speech. Be content with saying the 
word correctly once, Drilling brings 
on other difficulties and does no 
good as far as correcting speech 
goes. Time and experience bring 
clear speech unless there is a 
speech defect: then the speech spe- 
cialist is needed, not drill lessons,
